MEETING OF 

CITY TRUSTEES 


SENATOR HEWITT PRESENT 


Discusses Status of Baldwin Condem¬ 
nation Suit and Purchase of Wa¬ 
ter Company’s Property. 

Senator Leslie R. Hewitt met with 
the city trustees at their regular meet¬ 
ing last evening to talk over matters 
connected with the city’s condemna¬ 
tion suit now pending against the 
Baldwin estate's interest in the Little 
Santa Anita canyon water rights. Sen¬ 
ator Hewitt is acting as counsel for 
the city in the case and has been ready 
to go to trial for some time. He had 
delayed asking for the date to ne set 
by tiie court, however, in the hope of 
inducing William Mulholland to ex¬ 
amine the situation witn a view to 
giving expert testimony. On account 
of his time being so fully occupied Mr. 
Mulholland had not yet given his con¬ 
sent. But it was the feeling of Mr. 
Hewitt and of the city trustees that 
Mr. Mulholland’s testimony would 
probably carry more weight than that 
of any other man who could be se¬ 
cured. Mr. Hewitt agreed to make 
another attempt to secure his services, 
and was authorized to make the best 
arrangements possible to fortify the 
city's case in the line of expert testi¬ 
mony. He will ask soon that the date 
he set for the trial, which he thought 
would occupy about three days, and 
hopes to be able to get it as soon as 
the early part of September. 

In order to be prepared to pay what¬ 
ever price is declared by the court to 
be just, the trustees started the neces¬ 
sary machinery to dispose of the $40,000 
bond issue which was authorized by 
the voters last December. Only a part 
of that sum will be needed for the 
purpose. 

With the prospect of tne Baldwin 
condemnation proceedings being set¬ 
tled within a reasonable length of time 
it was thought best by the trustees to 
take up the matter of a bond election 
when the voters will pass on the ques¬ 
tion of acquiring the property of the 
water company. The stockholders < t 
the latter have signified their willing¬ 
ness to sell to the city and it is now 
up to the voters to decide whether or 
not they wish to follow up the prop¬ 
osition and have the city embark on 
the management of the entire local 
water situation. Inasmuch as every 
test so far has shown a strong ma¬ 
jority in favor of the plan it is thought 
the proposition will carry. The date 
of the election will probably be set 
for some time in October, after the 
return of the vacation absentees. 

Permission was granted by the trus¬ 
tees to A. N. Carter for the mainten¬ 
ance of a target range on his property 
beyond Carter’s Camp and near the 
outskirts of the city. It will be under 
Mr. Carter’s supervision and the per¬ 
mit will be revocable at any time the 
use of the range becomes a nuisance 
Jn itself or interferes with the enforce¬ 
ment of the ordinance against shooting 
In parts of the city where shooting 
would be more dangerous. 

George Ray’s resignation as marshal 
and street superintendent was read 
and action deferred. Current salary 
bills were audited and ordered paid.

Fol¬ 
lowing the ceremony the happy couple 
received the hearty congratulations of 
those present, after which delicious 
refreshments were served. Later in 
the evening Mr. and Mrs. Edwards 
were taken in Mr. Mead’s auto to 
Pasadena, where they took a car for 
Los Angeles. Thursday morning they 
continued their journey to Catalina 
Island where they will spend their 
honeymoon. On their return they will 
occupy the home on Ramona avenue 
which the groom purchased some time 
ago. Both bride and groom are well 
and favorably known in Sierra Madre. 
The bride has resided here all her life, 
while the groom has spent the past 
four years in Sierra Madre. During 
that time he has been employed at the 
Live Oak Dairy, formerly under the 
bride’s father and now under the 
ownership of Mr. Stevens. He will 
resume his duties there on his return 
home. They have the best wishes of 
a large number of friends.

WATER MORE ABUNDANT THIS 
YEAR 

The putting into service of the water ; 
meters behooves increased care in the 
use of water. While the pumping | 
plant has not yet been put into oper- ' 
ation the use of the meters is neces¬ 
sary to secure just distribution of the 
somewhat reduced supply from the 
canyon. Monrovia has found it neces¬ 
sary to start its municipal plant at 
Chapman wells, according to the News, 
which says: 

“Water is so abundant in the moun¬ 
tains this summer that in spite of the 
greater demand for water by the in¬ 
creased population of Monrovia and 
extensive building operations, along 
with the new orange orchards in this 
city, the Chapman water plant was 
not started until the middle of June, 
five weeks later than usual. 

For eight months last year the 
pump at the Chapman well was work¬ 
ing day and night and the water de¬ 
partment relifted part of the water 
from the White Oak and Myrtle ave¬ 
nue pumping plant to the Ivy avenue 
reservoir. 

This year, however, the Chapman 
plant is working only five hours a day 
against 22 hours a day last year and 
Water Superintendent Slemons pre¬ 
dicts that the White Oak plant will 
not have to be put into operation at 
all.” 


WANT STATEHOOD BADLY 

New Mexico is suffering serious re¬ 
sults from delayed action on state¬ 
hood by the United States senate, ac¬ 
cording to E. S. Kates of Albuquerque. 
With Mrs. Kates he has come to Sier¬ 
ra Madre for a rest and is staying at 
Mrs. Ferry’s place. Mr. Kates is ad¬ 
vertising manager of the Albuquerque 
Morning Journal and is consequently 
in a position to keep in close touch 
with the business of the territory. The 
uncertainty over the question of 
whether or not statehood will be grant¬ 
ed has induced a business depression 
which is costing the business interests 
$10,000 a day, according to the pre¬ 
vailing opinion. At present the favor¬ 
able committee report is being car¬ 
ried around in the pocket of one of the 
senators.

Tax payers of the Sierra Madre 
school disritet have access to the first 
published statement of the financial 
affairs of the Sierra Madre School 
district in this week’s issue of the 
News. The figures are supplied by 
Clerk J. C. Dickson of the school 
board and show the apportionment and 
use of the various funds at their com¬ 
mand. In addition to the report on 
the general business of the year end¬ 
ing June 30, 1911, an accounting is 
made of the money provided by the 
bond issue of $3,500 voted two years 
ago for the purpose of making needed 
improvements about the building and 
grounds and supplying a manual 
training deparment.

Fabre-Doinergue has made an inter¬ 
esting series of observations at Cou- 
carneau which should serve to justify 
scientific methods in the eyes of the 
world, for they concern the oyster. He 
has shown that oysters may be kepi 
for eight days or even a fortnight in 
filtered water, frequently changed, 
without losing any of their virtues, but 
gaining, rather.

away by the filtered water, and the 
oysters do not lose in weight, nor in 
their power of “vital resistance.’’ nor 
in “embonpoint.”

EXTENDING GAS SYSTEM 

Southern Counties Gas Company Rap¬ 
idly Covering San Gabriel Valley 

Arcadia, South Santa Anita and El- 
monte will be supplied with gas from 
the Monrovia plant of the Southern j 
Counties Gas Co., as soon as the main j 
line which is now being extended is 
completed. This is a part of the plans 
of the Pedemont Gas Co., which was 
recently taken over by the Southern 
Counties Gas Co., of California, and 
marks the first step in the extensive 

developments throughout this terri¬ 
tory. 

The main high pressure line of the 
gas company which now supplies gas 
to Sierra Madre will be tapped at 
Primrose and Fallingleaf avenue, in the 
city of Monrovia, thence running west 


section. 


tiie main will be tapped for supplying 
this section, the line thence continues 
east along the Elmonte Road to the 
town of El Monte where the distribut¬ 
ing system has already been com¬ 
pleted. A branch line will be run 
from the main line at this point, taking 
in sub-divisions which are now being 
made in this rapidly growing section. 

Gas will be supplied throughout this 
territory by means of high pressure 
from the generating plant at Mon¬ 
rovia. this system making it possible 
to distribute gas successfully over 
widely scattered areas. Extensive im- 
.provements have been made at the 
generating plant to care for the in¬ 
creasing business now being added. 
Tn tiie high pressure plan of distribu¬ 
tion. the gas is delivered to the con¬ 
necting meter on high pressure at which 
point as automatic register is installed 
reducing the high pressure to pressure 
suitable to whatever appliance may he 
installed on the connected premises, 
this regulator maintaining constant 
oressure at all times notwithstanding 
that the line pressure may vary, thus 
affording a constant supply of gas on 
a uniform pressure enabling the cus¬ 
tomer to oeonomicallv operate their 
-ms stove, this system being sufficient¬ 
ly flexible to cover whatever demand 
might be made upon the distributing 
system. It is expected that the work 
of installing the mains and connections 
will he completed and gas turned on 
bv August 1st.
